They come there saying they are h u n ­ 
gry. and as there is more than enough 
food in the camp to supply the wants 
of the men. the officers permit the sol­ 
d ie r s ,to give som ething to the needy 
applicants. 
The num ber 
that 
came 
last week was small, but it is increas­ 
ing daily. 
Some of the women and 
all of the children come to the camp 
In their bare feet. Many of them bring 
baskets to carry the food borne. 
It 
is a comm on sight to see som e of the 
women and children take s< raps from 
the leavings of the soldiers. 
Colonel 
Hoffman of The Eighth regiment, was 
asked if all these persons were for­ 
eigners, and he replied that a good 
many belonged to the English-speak­ 
ing classes. 
The officials of the Mine W orkers’ 
union deny there Is any actual want. 
They m aintain the loc;al unions are 
well able to take care of all classes of 
distress.
